We will construe the 
submission of your request as an agreement to pay up to $25.00. You will be contacted before 
any further fees are accrued. 

We are currently processing this request. If any responsive records are located, they will be 
reviewed for determination of releasability. Please be assured that we will respond to this 




request as expeditiously as possible. We appreciate your patience as we proceed with this 
request.
